WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
esident Roosevelt and his prin- 
ipal advisers on defense and war 
Waid met for an hour and a half to- 
day in a conference which the 
White House said centered on 
speeding the production of heavy 
bombing planes. 
None of the participants would 


discuss the parley, called by the 

President. 

He also designated Maj. Gen. 

James H. Burns as an assistant to 
arry L. Hopkins to handle much 
the detailed work under the 

“lease-lend” act and in another 

step directed the Secretary of Agri- 
Mculture to set up a special division 

to handle work previously assigned 
to the Agricultural Division of the 

Defense Commission. 

Roosevelt, who asked Secretary 
of War Stimson last night to ob- 
tain a “substantial increase in 
heavy bomber production,” fol- 
lowed that up today by calling in 
to conference along with Stimson, 
Secretaries Hull, Morgenthau and 
Knox; Gen, George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff of the Army; Ad- 
miral Harold R. Stark, Chief of 
Naval Operations; Hopkins and 
Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Chief of 

e Army Air Corps. 

Gen. Arnold to Report. 

Gen. Arnold has just returned 
from England and has made a pre- 
liminary oral report to Hopkins. 
Today’s conference was to provide 
an opportunity, White House offi- 
cials said, for Gen, Arnold to give 
a“fulland complete report” to 
members of the Cabinet, 

The White House said a major 
purpose would be to consider the 
needs as Outlined by Roosevelt in 
his letter to Stimson, of increas- 
ing the output of big bombers 
“with all possible speed.” -It was 

rted his goal is 500 heavy 
mbers a month. 

Burns, new aid to Hopkins, will

It was the President’s belief, 
faid Stephen Early, White House 
secretary, that the job could be 
done better by a military man, 
With an understanding of the 
Whole picture, than by a civilian. 

It took a military order by 
Roosevelt as commander-in-chief 
of the armed forces to give Burns 
the new job. 

New Division Created. 

The Division of Defense Aid Re- 
ports was created by a presiden- 

lal executive order, which said it 

a8 to “provide a central channel 
for the clearance of transactions 
and reports, and co-ordinate the 
processing of requests for aid un- 
der the (lease-lend) act.” 

In a letter to Secretary Wick- 
ard, the President directed the 
creation of an “Office for Agricul- 
tural Defense Relations,” leaving 
its organization to the secretary. 

“As emergency defense activities 
continue to develop and expand,” 
Roosevelt wrote, “I am deeply 
foncerned that adequate provision 

made for the correlation of ag- 
cultural operations with other 
tlements of the national defense 
program. 

“With the aim of further 
Strengthening the emergency or- 
éanization for defense, I believe it 
how desirable to place these spe- 
Clal defense activities directly in 
the Department of Agriculture, 
Where they will be brought closer 
'o the established agricultural pro- 
étams of the Government.” 

Agriculture's Role. 

Roosevelt said the most vital op- 
rating functions of agriculture in 

defense program were:

PEPPER ASSERTS 


Prepared to Give Lives to 
Prevent Dictators From 
Ruling Earth, Floridan 
Tells Senate. . 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
Urging that the United States and 
Britain occupy strategical strong- 
holds all over the world, Senator 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, said - to- 
day the American people were 
ready to “spill their blood” to pre- 
vent dictators from ruling the 


earth. 

In an impassioned plea for this 
country to “take the initiative 
away from tyrannical braggarts,” 
Pepper asserted in the Senate that 
it was time for the United States 
“to get tough” by occupying, in co- 
operation with Britain, Greenland, 
Iceland, the Azores, the Cape Verde 
and Canary Islands, Singapore and 
Dakar, West Africa. 

More than 40 of his colleagues 
listened intently as Pepper, 
early advocate of aid to Britain, 
argued that the United States 
would face the fate of 15 Huropean 
nations already conquered by the

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
The House defeated today an at- 
tempt to prohibit the transfer of 


any ship the United States might 
take over for its own defense from 
one belligerent to another. 

By a. teller vote of 161 to 131, 
the members rejected that pro- 
posal, sponsored by Representative 
Culkin (Rep.), New York, as a 
restricting amendment to a bill 
authorizing President Roosevelt to 
take over any idle foreign-flag ton- 
nage in United States ports for 
the nation’s commerce and _ de- 
fense. ¢ 

Culkin and others argued that 
a possible transfer of two German 
and 26 Italian ships to Great Brit- 
ain would be a “clear act of war.” 
But Democrats, saying that they 
had no knowledge that such an ex- 
change was contemplated, added 
that the transaction would be no 
different than the transfer of 50 
destroyers to Great .Britain last 
year. 

The ‘legislation would apply to 
83' foreign ships. 

Boos and Angry Words. 

With the House approaching a 
vote on the complete bill, a chorus 
of boos and angry words indi- 
cated mounted tension among the 
members. Representative Rams- 
peck (Dem.), Georgia was booed 


by many Republicans when he. 


criticised Representative Short 
(Rep.), Missouri for what he said 
was the Missourians’ description 
of the American people as “help- 


less in the fact of the German 
nation,” 

“Do you believe that?” asked 
Ramspeck.

How He and Two Other 
Union Agents ' Have 
Caused Price Rises and 


Hiking of Bids. 


ORDERS CANCELED 
ON BOSS’S RULING 


Firm Lost $1311 on Pav- 
ing Job When He With- 
drew His Sanction of 
Limestone Contract. 


An amazing story of the pres- 
sure exerted by “Buck” Newell, 
hard-boiled business agent of the 
Hoisting Engineers’ Union, on the 
material business in the St. Louis 
territory has been revealed by the 
Post-Dispatch investigation of 
Newell's racketeering activities. 

A three-cornered combination of 
union business agents composed of 
Newell, Bill Poster, business agent 
of the Laborers’ Union, and Law- 
rence Camie, former business 
agent of Chauffeurs’ Local 600, 


dictated policies which resulted in 
the arbitrary cancellation of large 
material contracts, in price in- 
creases ranging from 25 to 50 per 
cent, in the designation of favored 
material dealers and the hiking of 
bids by contractors to cover “even- 
tualities.” 


Material Transfer Forced. 


One contractor found it neces- 
sary to have material delivered on 
Saturday, when no AFL, men or 
their business agents were around; 
another contractor, in the con- 
struction of the Southwest High 
had to have 
transferred to the trucks. of ari 
“approved” hauler in order to 
make deliveries. on the job with- 
out interference. The transfer 
charge was 75 cents .a ton. 

William P. Johannes, president 
of the Banner Sand & Harling 
Co., who had a contract for ma- 
terial for PWA work at Blow 
School, had to make deliveries on 
Saturday afternoon to avoid trou- 
ble with Newell and carry out 
his contract. 

Gus H. F. Johannes, president- 
treasurer of the Glencoe Lime-& 
Cement Co., had the contract to 
furnish lime to the August Vier- 
man Bricklaying Co, for the South- 
west High School. When deliv- 
eries by the Glencoe company 
were stopped by the AFL business 
agents, the lime was sent to the 
yards of the Kahlmeyer Bros. 
Trucking. Co., a concern approved 
by Newell and his associates, 
where it was transferred to Kahl- 
meyer trucks and sent to the job. 
The rerouting of the lime added 
75 cents a ton to the price. The 
Viermann company had been deal- 
ing with the Glencoe company for 
50 years. 


$1311 Loss to Firm. 


Newell's dictation in the mater- 
ial business resulted in a loss of 
$1311 to the Perkinson Construc- 
tion Co. on a paving job on Ala- 
bama-avenue and on Haven street. 
Henry L. Perkinson, president of 
the firm, told investigators that he 
consulted Newell and secured his 
permission to contract with the 
Frank Ruprecht Quarry Co. to 
furnish crushed limestone tor the 
job. 

When deliveries were sbout to 
begin Newell repudidated his 
sanction and suggested the con- 
tract be relet to the Hunkins- 
Willis Lime & Cement Co. at a 
figure $2200 in excess of the first 
contract. Newell later suggested 
that the problem could be solved 
by replacing the limestone with 
gravel, to be purchased from the 
Modern Sand & Gravel Co., and 
that sand should be bought from

He expressed faith that Turkey 
would stand by Britain and he told 
Arab peoples, including the Iraqis, 
to beware of an Axis victory.

Eden promptly retorted he was

EQUIPMENT THAT 
MAY AID DEFENSE 


Won’t Grant Licenses to 
Ship Machine Tools Al- 
though Some Had Been 
Ordered and Paid for 
Months Ago. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
The United States, it was learned 
authoritativély today, has halted all 
exports to Russia of machinery or 
equipment which can be utilized in 
defense production. 

The policy was adopted, it was 
said, despite strenuous Soviet dip- 
lomatic efforts to obtain the neces- 
sary export permits and despite the 
fact that some of the machines in- 
volved had been ordered and paid 
for by the Russians months ago. 

In Néw York Federal Court 
proceedings disclosed today that 
approximately 100 Russian pur- 
chasing agents were planning 
to leave the United States imme- 
diately bécause they could obtain 
no export facilities for their pur- 
chases. 

Arrést Reveals Plans. 

This was revealed when an at- 
torney for Gaik Badalovich Ovaki- 
mian arrested yesterday on 
é¢harges he had failed to regis- 
ter as a foreign operative until 
he was ready to leave the country, 
told the court Ovakimian was an 
official purchasing agent. 

In an appeal for reduction of 
$25,000 bail set for the agent, 
Attorney Charles Recht told United 
States District Judge Murray Hul- 
bért that Ovakimian had worked 
in this country for three years 
with the Amtorg Trading Corpo- 
ration. 

Ovakimian, he said, and about 
100 agents were going to leave the 
country “not as run@ways,” but 

. bechuse of the lack of export fa- 
cilities. The attorney did not dis- 
close the locations of the other 
agents. 

Diplomacy Got Kesults. 

During the last several months 
Ruégsia has been successful in get- 
ting licénsés for the export Of ma- 
‘chine tools and some other manu- 
facturing equipment previously or- 
déred here. This was the result of 
negotiations between Constantine 
Oumansky, the Soviet Ambassador, 
and Undersecretary of State Welles. 

Recent developments, however, 
were said to have made it inadvis- 
able for the United States to per- 
mit the export of any machinery 
which can be uséd here in defense 
Or British-aid production. 

As evidence of that, informed 
quarters reported, the United States 
Government recently took over a 
considerable quantity of machinery 
—some Of which had been paid for 
by Russia and was awaiting ship- 
ment—for use in construction of 
new air and naval bases in Pan- 
ama; Puerto Rico and elsewhere 
in the Caribbean.

In- 
dividual Frenchmen, Spaniards and 
Portuguese hate Hitler, are sick 
at the thought of being brought 
into the “new Europe” and dread 
the moment of occupation. But as 
nations, all three are ready to wel- 
come the Germans. As nations 
they believe they can resist the 
Nazis no better than the Poles, 
the Norwegians or the Yugoslavs. 
They are ready to relax and hope 
for the best. 

In France, Spain and Portugal 
I have heard over and ovér: the 
saine questién; “Will the Améri- 
cans and thé British come in be- 
fore the Germans?”

Its news 
ce reported Britain’s new “most 
powerful bombs” were showered 
on the city and a red glare through 
the clouds “told of fire in all parts 
of the town.” 

Frankfurt-am-Main, various man- 
turing centers in the middle 
née .area and Boulogne, Cher- 

bourg, St. Nazaire, on the French 
coast, and Stavanger, Norway, 
were other reported targets of 
British raiders, 


Many Fires Set. 


At Frankfurt-am-Main, the news 
service gaid, “many tires were 
started, and when one of our most 
powerful bombs dropped, showers 
of debris from blasted buildings 
were clearly seen.” 

A communique said Mannheim’s 
river port facilities, chémical and 
engineering works offered many 
vital objectives for R. A. F. bomb- 
ers. 

The Germans coupled their fierce 
pounding of the Clydeside ‘with 
night raids on other parts of Eng 
land, Scotland and Northern ie 
‘land. 

The Government acknowledged 
that “much damage” was done in 
the Clydesfde, which the Nazis at- 
tacked in relays for several hours. 

Considérable damage also was 
reported in the Mersey River ship- 
ping center at Liverpool, attacked 
for t fifth consecutive night. 

Twelve persons were killed in & 
shelter at Belfast when a bomb 
droppéd in a pre-dawn attack made 
a direct hit. The attack was offi- 
cially described as brief and in no 
way comparable to the hédvy. bat- 
tering of Sunday night when, it is 
now estimated, 79 persons were 
killed. 

Fires were get, however, and fire- 
fighters from neuttal Eire again 
traveled north to lend their help. 

Casualties in the Clydeside area 
included a number of doctors, first 
aid workers, wardens and volun- 
teers who were in a street shelter 
which sustained a diréct hit. 

An entire family was wiped out 
in one town by bombs hitting a 
tenement, The building collapsed 
on a shelter containing 50 men, 
women and children and many of 
them were killed. 

In one tenement district, build- 
ings which had just been repairéd 
from prévious aa again were 
heavily da 

The Ministr > ‘of Air and Home 
Security. used the termi “latge 
scale” in réferting to Nazi aerial 
operations during the night. 

Bombs were reported to have 
fallen at many places in England, 
particularly in the Northeast, Hast 
and Southwest, but the Govern- 
ment said “there was no concep- 
trated attéck in these areas and 
damage doné was not extensive.” 

Although a large force of R. A. 
F. bombers participated ih raids 
on Germany and Nazi-held terri- 
tory, all returned safély, a corh- 
munhique said: Nine German planes 
wére réported shot down in raid- 
ing against Britain, eight of them 
by night fighters.

The gravel could have been 
bought in the open market at 60 
cents a ton, and the Atkinson firm 
was offered a price of 50 cents by 
a reliable producer.

Several months ago the Atkin- 
son-Windle Construction Co. a 
companion firm of the Atkinson 
Paving Co., naid $10,500 more for 
crushed limestone for the new su- 
perhighway, between Warson and 
Lay roads, because Newell and 
other AFL business agents would 
not permit the delivery of CIO-pro- 
duced limestone on the job.

Pepper's “get tough” program 
—* Carried these recommenda- 
tions: 

That the United States and Brit- 
ish navies “join openly” in the Pa- 
cific “to shut up the Japanese ficet 
in its lair,” and— 

That long - range bombers, 
Manned by American pilots enlist- 
ing voluntarily, be made available 
to China. 

“A few bombers flown by Amer⸗ 
lean pilots wouldn’t leave enough 
of Tokyo to build a bonfire,” he 
said. 


Must “Stifle Threats.” 


Pepper, consistent administra. 
tlon supporter and early advocate 
of aid to Britain, told the Senate: 
“We must stifle threats against us 
fiear their source. We have already 
Waited too long. If we continue 
a pussy-footing policy the foe will 
not fear us and our friends will 
not respect us.” 

As far as Hitler was concerned, 
Pepper said that the United States 
should react to him as it had to 
the Bafbary Coast pirates in the 
early years of the last century, and 
to the gangsters of the Dillinger 
days. 

The suggestion of bombers and 


“volunteer” flyers for China was 
prefaced by the assertion that the 
time had come “to give some plain 
talk and if necessary some plain 
action to Japan.”

raised sharply with a class of battleship that will top 


teftain kfbitzers—thé more radical of the plane, sub- 
‘marine and torpedo-boat adyocates—much anguish, 
since it proves conclusively that the administration 
is convinced that the battleship is still the most ef- 
fective weapon for the defense of this nation, and 
the bigger the battleship the better a weapon it is. 

It is a victory fOr the naval school that holds the 
smaller a warship is, with its corresponding deficien- 
cies in armor and armament, the easier it is to be 
knocked out with shell, torpedo or bomb, while the 
larger the ship, with greater gunpower, heavier armor 
and more compartmentation, the more difficult it is 
to be knocked out. 

Just what will this class of monster ship be like? 
There is no official data. If the sHips were designed 
for passage through the present Panama Canal locks, 
they could have a beam of only 108 feet and would 
be along destroyer lines. That would not leave much 
in the way of torpedo and bomb concussion protec- 
tion, as can be judged from the news that Germany's 
40,000- to 50,000-tonners have a 118-foot beam. But 
in the next year or two, the canal is expected to be 
equipped with additional locks at least 130 feet in 
width, which would allow the 65,000-tonners room for 
suitable underwater protection. As for guns, these 
new vessels could cause more consternation abroad 
by jumping to 18-inch guns and carrying a battery of 
12. Their speed could easily be 30 knots. Armor un- 
doubtedly would be heavy enough to resist 16-inch 
shells at battle range. 

But even so, naval architects and Admirals make 
their mistakes. Pocket battleships are looked on as 
a fizzle. And Britain’ crack battle cruiser, Renown, 
with the speed to catch and the guns to destroy the 
German battle cruiser Scharnhorst, failed in the 
great moment because, in a rough sea, the Rénown 
had too low a freeboard and insufficient flare to her 
bows to enable her to buck the waves in pursuit of 
the Nazi ship. 

It has been a half-century since the United States 
built the old Maine, a $2,000,000 6000-tonner of 14 
knots, with four 10-inch guns. Right now, there are 
on the ways some $100,000,000 45,000-tonners of 30 
knots, with 16-inch batteries. What the 65,000-ton- 
ners will cost and what responsibility will rest on 
them is conjectural. In the 50 years that the United 
States has been building battleships, it has not had 
the opportunity to test them in battle against ships 
of their corresponding class. It has gone on the ex- 
cellent assumption that American sailors, given big 
guns and heavy armor can meet any eventuality. 

Much may depend on the eight 35,000-tonners and 
four 45,000-tonners now being built and the five 
65,000-tonners which are yet to be laid down. It is 
certain that when all have flown the commission 
pennant, the United States will have a magnifi- 
cently hard-hitting fleet. , 
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A FINE PUBLIC SERVANT. 

The resignation of Edward E. Wall as Director of 
Public Utilities would be ample occasion, if any were 
needed, to salute warmly this grand old man of the 
St. Louls municipal service. 

Now past 80, Mr. Wall entered the City Water De- 
partment in 1888. That was 53 years ago when he 
was 27. After a brief interval in private engineer- 
ing, he became the Water Department's assistant en- 
gineer, in which post he made a major contribution 
to the purification of St. Louis’ water supply in 1904. 

Other milestones were his appointment as Water 
Commissioner in 1911 and as Director of Public 
Utilities in 1925, His refusal to fire two employes 
brought about his own dismissal at the hands of 
Mayor Miller in 1925, and it is to the credit of Mayor 
Dickmann that one of his first acts was to restore 
Mr. Wall as Director of Public Utilities. 

All this adds up to a career in the best traditions 
of municipal administration. Max H. Doyne, Mayor 
Becker’s choice of a successor, follows in a line of 
footsteps that have been sure and unwavering in the 
public service.

What an outcry there would be! Our Congress 
would resound with denunciations of Japanese in- 
terference in American affairs. The Deputy who 
made the statement would be assailed as a militar- 
ist and war-monger. Our own interventionists would 
go to work with new zeal after stich a demonstration 
of anti-Americanism in Japan’s Parliament. 

Did it occur to Representative Ellis how his out- 
burst would have sounded had it come fromi Tokio? | 
Did it occur to him that his words as uttered in 
Washington will be seized upon eagerly by members_ 
of the Japanese war party? And did he réflect on 
how we would guard the Atlantic while engaged in 
“polishing off” Japan? We wonder.

RANK ROBERTS is home from de- 
F fense. He never was quite sure he want- 
ed to go. He was young. He had a 
job. He had a girl—maybe more than one. 
But his draft call came and Frank Roberts 
went, to his duty in selective service, maybe 
to the wars. 

It was funny to watch him saying good- 
by around the office. The older men joked 
him about it, and he joked back. But be- 
fore he went, they clapped him on the 
back, though they indulged in no patriotic 
orations. The dramatic8 were kept funny 
and so kept. kind. He went off with jovi- 
ally presented portable radio, went grin- 
ning to war if there was going to be one, 

Three days later he was back, grinning 


again but in no under-statenmient of his sac- 


rifice. He was just grinning. And the 
older men laughed. It was a joke.. Frank 
had been passed by the doctors of his local 
Selective Service Board. He had given up 
his job. He had said good-by to his girl— 
or girls. Then the army doctors at the 
induction center had looked at him again 
and turned him down for some minor 4é- 
fect. His return was. an anticlimax. But 
the joke did not.seem funny to me.

NAME TAX BAS 


Association Tells Congress 
More Should Pay—For 
Consideration of Gener- 
al Sales Levy. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
The National Association of Manu- 
facturers suggested today that 
Congress broaden the individual 
income tax base to reach more per- 
sons in the low income brackets 
and also give consideration to a 
genera] sales tax, 

A statement on behalf of the as- 
sociation wag made by Livingston 
W. Houston, chairman of the or- 
ganization’s committee on govern- 
ment finance, to the House Ways 
end Means Committee in connec- 
tion with proposals to raise $3,500,- 
000,000 in additional revenue. 

The association also advocated 
“stringent economy in ordinary ex- 
penditures,” increases in the nor- 
mal income taxes on individuals 
and corporations and changes in 
the excésgs profits and other tax 
laws, 

Opposing proposals of the Treas- 
ury and the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Taxation to levy 
stiffer surtaxes on individual in- 
comes, the Manufacturers’ Commit- 
tee expressed belief such plans 
would fall heaviest upon “the great 
white collar class,” whose incomes, 
it said, tend to remain practically 
constant. 

It, therefore, recommended 
broadening the income tax base— 
without specifying to what extent, 
stating that “we feel that those 
who are now enjoying very sub- 
stantial increases of income  be- 
cause of the national defense pro- 
gram would not object to con- 
tributing a relatively small propor- 
tion of this increased fncome to 
the Federal Government in income 
taxes.” 

Instead of stiffened surtaxes-— 
the taxes that are levied in addi- 
tion to the norma] income taxes— 
the manufacturers’ group said it 
was “in accord with proposals for 
an increase in the existing 4 per 
cent normal rate.” 

Houston also testified that, 
“While we recognize that either

JEFFERSON CITY, May 6— 
The cost of Missouri's State gov- 
ernment for the 1941-42 biennium 
will reach a record high of at 
least $236,842,277, on the basis of 
appropriation bills already passed 
or pending before the Legislature. 

The total, moreover, is expected 
to be increased another $6,000,000 
or $7,000,000 by the Legislature, 
which has still to act on many of 
the most important spending mieas- 
ures. The previous high in bien- 
nial appropriations was $231,391,- 
481 for the last two years. 

The proposed 1941-42 expendi- 
tures include $90,471,984 in general 
revenue, which includes | income 
available for géneral State pur- 
poses; $92,517,668 in State funds 
and fees, which includes license 
fees and certain tax’ revenues set 


aside for special purposes, and 
$53,852,625 in. Federal grants, 


which are made to the State for | Funeral 


support of the social security pro- 
gram, educational activities and 
highway construction. 

Estimates as to the amount of 
general revenue the State will re- 
ceive during the biennium vary 
from $98,500,000 to $94,500,000, 
which means that there is prob- 
ably $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 un- 
appropriated by. the pending bills 
from this source. By the time the 
legislators have increased depart- 
mental appropriations and given 
needed increases for maintenance 
of the social security program, the 
unappropriated funds will dis- 
appear and a probable ov@r-appro- 
priation will result. 

The pending social security ap- 
propriation bill carries only $31,- 
500,000, including $19,000,000 for 
old-age pénsions, $6,000,000 for di- 
rect relief, $3,500,000 for aid to de- 
pendent children and $3,000,000 for 
administration. This is $12,922,582 
less than the amount requested by 
the Social Security Oommission. 

The last of the biennial appropri- 
ation bills, carrying $9,705,607 for 
support of the University of Mis- 
souri and State Teachers’ colleges, 
was introduced yesterday. Pro- 
posed expenditures include: Uni- 
versity of Missouri, $3,933,211; 
Rolla School of Mines, $8732,- 
500; Northeast Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Kirksville, $591,746; North- 
west Teachers’  College,. Mary- 
ville, $615,000; Central Teach- 
ers’ College, Warrensburg, $680,000; 
Southeast Teachers’ College, Cape 
Girardeau, . $625,550; Southwest 
Teachers’ College, $745,000; School 
for Deaf, Fulton, $440,000; School 
for Blind, St. Louis, $148,500; Lin-

LOCKJAW CAUSED. DEATH 
OF BOY, 3, 1S INQUEST VERDICT 


No. Evidence on Use of Anti-Teta- 
nus Serum About Which Child’s 
Father Sought Inquiry. 

A Coroner’s verdict of death from 


lockjaw was returned today in the 
death of James.Brockman, 3 years 
old, who died last Thursday at 
City Hospital, where he was taken 
for treatment of a cut on the right 
hand, The child’s father, Roy E. 
Brockman, requested an investi- 
gation to determine whether the 
child had received an anti-tetanus 
serum injection at the hospital. 

No evidence about the serum in- 
jection was offered to the jury at 
the inquest. A report by Dr. Avery 
P, Rowlette, medical director of 
the hospital, attributing the death 
to lockjaw, was introduced. No doc- 
tor from the hospital testified. The 
father told of taking the child 
to the hospital, but said he did not 
know whether serum had been ad- 
ministered.

HROUGHOUT’ Europe, total 
war from the skies has 

" plunged women into the “front 
lines” of military combat from 
Norway to the - Peloponnesus. 
Throughout America, total de- 
fense is sending more and more 
women into factories for the pro- 
duction of vast quantities of ord- 
nance to match Axis military 
power. 

Only a fortnight- ago the War 
Department itself made oblique 
acknowledgment of women’s vital 
part in the nation’s rearmament. 
It asked Gov. Robert A. Hurley of 
Connecticut to grant the old Win- 
chester Repeating Arms Co. the 
right to employ wome on a night 
shift for the inspection of cart- 
ridges. In view of the national 
and international emergency, the 
Governor waived the State statute 
setting 10 p. m, as the deadline 
for women in night work. 

The Winchester plant at New 
Haven, now producing 11,000,000 
small arms cartridges a week, ex- 
pects to attain a goal of 17,000,000 
per week with the employment of 
the new night shift of 250 women 
made possible by Gov. Hurley. 

“Cartridge inspection is a nat- 
ural woman’s job” in the opinion 
of Albert F. Snyder, Winchester 
superintendent of personnel. But 
it is by no means a new one. For 
the past 52 years, Mary A. Mc- 
Keon, a shy, retiring little woman, 
has been inspecting empty paper 
shot shells for Winchester. The 
company estimates that in that 
length of time Miss McKeon has 
inspected almost 400,000,000 empty 
paper shot shells. 

“The superiority for this type 
of work is due to the nimbleness 
of their fingers, their restrained 
(patience again!) temperaments, 
their aptitude for details and their 
eapacity for routine operations,” 
said D. E. Whitelaw, an official 
of Winchester. 

“Generally speaking, there are 
two. operations in our factory that 
require unusual manual] dexterity

and keen eyesight: the inspection 
and gauging of cartridges. Both 
of these jobs require continuous 
alertness by the employe because 
of the constant flow of parts to 
be gauged and inspected.” 

In the Winchester plant, gauges 
are set for thousandths of an inch 
tolerances. Women inspectors, 
with unbelievably quick and supple 
fingers, drop the cartridge case 
into these set gauges or slots. If 
it fits snugly, it is passed. If not, 
it is rejected. But it is all done 
with lightning-like speed and effi- 
ciency. 

Despite’ the gauges, cartridge 
inspection demands keen eyesight 
as well as great manual dexterity. 
The outside and general appear- 
ance of each cartridge case is close- 
ly examined for minute defects in 
materials and workmanship. Wom- 
en spot check cartridges for gauge 
accuracy as a check against the 
gauge operators themselves, 


“Women in our factory do a mul- 
titude of jobs that generally de 
mand painstaking capacity for de- 
tails,” Whitelaw said. “For in- 
stance, we have found that women 
are more efficient than men in pol- 
ishing small rifle parts. and in 
greasing rifle cartridges. They are 
more exacting than men on minute 
operations.” 

The prejudice against marrieg 
women in industry which swelled 
to a national outcry during the 
darkest days of the depression 
quietly and quickly recedes in the 
face of a great defense program. 

“We will employ older, and pref- 
erably married, women on our 
night shift,” Whitelaw said, “It is 
not our intention to employ young 
women for this shift.” 

This decision on the part of 
Winchester is reflected in a recent 
speech by Miss Thelma McKelvey, 
special assistant in the labor di- 
vision of the Office of Production

While women in Connecticut 
work the clock around to fashion 
bullets for democracy, women in 
Akron, O., work equally hard on 
the manufacture of self-sealing 
gasoline tanks to thwart enemy 
bullets pumped into combat planes. 

Of all the airplane parts being 
manufactured today, none is more 
vital than the bullet-sealing gaso- 
line tank being turned out with 
feminine workers by the B. fF. 
Goodrich plant at Akron. It is the 
difference between life and death 
to the plane crew—the difference 
between no gasoline and enough 
full to continue the fight or return 
to base. 

Oddly. enough, the manufacture 
of such tanks, with their special 
lining of rubber and synthetic rub- 
ber which seals any holes caused 
by gunfire, is almost identical with 
fine dressmaking. The famous 
French seamstresses who once 
were the pride of the great Parisi- 
an couturiers are no more skillful 
than the women whose hand-sew- 


“This work requires the same 
skill.and patience as exquisite em- 
broidery,” ‘Goodrich officials told 
me. “The work is so painstaking 
that the women must have special 
rest periods during the day. But 
they do a magnificent job, and 
one which simply. could not be 
done by men.” 


x *« *&® 
ATHERINE KOCLESKI, 
whose nimble fingers help to 
fashion these tanks, is typical 

of the women employed by Good- 
rich. Katharine, an’ American of 
Polish . ancestry, says she has a 
double interest in doing her job 
well. First, she has a brother in 
Troop C, Fourth Air AN mete 
Squadron, Fort Reilly, Kan., whose 
welfare some day may conceivably 
depend upon Goodrich’s bullet-seal- 
ing tanks. And second, the Nazis 
have overrun her parents’ home- 
land, Any equipment that will aid 
democracy to win the war is up- 
permost in .Katharine’s. heart. 

Goodrich employs women also 
in the manufacture of special fire 
hose used by Great Britain to 
quell the blazes started by Ger- 
man incendiary bombs. This is a 
job that again requires the nimble 
fingers with which nature blessed 
women. 

Recently the women working in 
this section of the Goodrich plant 
turned out a single order for 120 
miles of this special hose. It 
reached Britain intact a few weeks 
ago. The women who worked on 
this order like to believe that “our 
hose” is doing yeoman service 
in London and elsewhere in Brit- 
ain on those hideous nights when 
all hell breaks loose from the skies.
